Korean Exchequer is in a Bad Way. 
Resources Exhausted and No New Way 
for Acquiring Wealth.

Korea is having so much trou- 
ble with her finances as to cause state- 
ments in Japanese papers that she is 
practically bankrupt. 
hausted all ordinary means of securing 
more cash, her ministers are now look- 
ing about for new ways of acquiring 
wealth. Both Japan and Russia have 
recently asked Korea to either provide 
Jighthouses along the coast or permit 
them to do so. She has promised to 
build lighthouses, but is absolutely 
without funds. 

Last month she borrowed 500,000 yen 
from the First National Bank of Japan, 
but it was spent within a few days. 
Another deficit wes created by celebra-. 
tions in September in honor of the Em- 
peror’s fiftieth birthday. Svecial tax 
levies were imposed to provide money 
for these celebrhrtions, but a large part 

f the taxes was pocketed by the of- 

cials. The money obtained last sum- 
mer from the Yunnan syndicate was 
quickly exhausted and a recent attempt 
to make money by rice speculations on 
the government's account ended in loss 
instead of profit. The revenue from the 
ginsehg monopoly has been expended 
in repairing the Emperor's palaces. If 
the present situation continues, Japan 
will propose the management of 
Korea's financial affairs by an interna- 
tional board.

Nine thousand seven hundred of Gid- 
eons army were weak from self-con- 
fidence, and hence of no use against 
the Midianites. Over confidence has 
wrought many an ignominious defeat, 
both in the army of nations and in the 
army of the Lord. Want of equip- 
ments is another groundless fear on 
the part of the church. Not equip- 
ments, not numbers, but whole-hearted, 
true-hearted, loyal and brave, are ‘the 
forces that bring giory and honor to 
the standard of the church.

How We Got Our Bible. 

At the First C Church 
last night the junior pastor, William 
Horace Day, gave the second of the 
course of three sermons on “How We 
Got Our Bibie.” The sermons are illus- 
trated by the stereopticon. Reproduc- 
tions — ancient manuscripts are 
thrown on the screen, and some of 
these have a history as interesting as 
romance. 

The picture of the papyrus fragment

In other words, in a 
single, generation of time, in spite of 
the accuracy of memory which orient- 
als have, they felt the need of most 
careful accounts written and preserved. 

The letters of the founders of 
churches and of the gospel story went 
from hand to hand till all the great 
churches had record chests containing 
many of the rolls of the parts of the 
Old Testament, and also the gospels 


four great manuscripts 
containing the Bible of the primitive 
church. At least by the year 350 the 
whole contents of the record chests in 
the churches were bound up together 
as a ei great volume or a set of 
volumes. The oldest of these is in the 
Vatican Library at Rome.

HE GRAND ARMY Pax. 


One of the important duties of 
Congress at its coming session will be 
to act upon the measure for the depor- 
tation of anarchists, suggested in a 
reso! n adopted by the Grond Army 
of the Republic at its last annual 
grand encampment. The resolution 
recommends that the United States 
purchase two islands for the exclusive 
habitation of anarchists: that all an- 
archists be banished for life, the males 
to one of the islands and the females 
to the other; that all civilized nations 
be asked to unite in this movement, 
and that our naturalization laws be 
so amended that no forcigner with an- 
archic proclivities can obtain Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

This resolution has been adopted by 
Grand Army posts generally through- 
out the country, and, it is said, has 
the support of some of the most influ- 
ential men in the Senate and the 
House. Whether the execution of such 
a scheme would be practicable or not 
may be questionable, but there is no 
question but that if put into successful 
execution it would dispose of a per- 
plexing problem in an ideal manner. 
It is said that where there's a will 
there's a way. Perhaps there will be 
will enough to make a way for the 
carrying out of the Grand Army’s plan 
for the suppression of anarchy. Cer- 
tain it is that the people of the United 
States will not be satisfied with Con- 
gress unless it shall adopt some meas- 
use or measures which shall be drastic 
enough to be effective in rooting an- 
archy out of American soll. The sen- 
timent of the people at large as well 
as that of those who fought for the 
Union in the Civil War is well ex- 
pressed in the following words of the 
McKinley memorial adopted by the 
California Commandery of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion: 

“Ana must be allowed no hiding 

in this free country, for its aim 
the destruction of all govergment.

Africa and Antwerp. 

A recent report on the ivory trade 
gays the development of the trade of 
the Congo Free State has made Ant- 
werp the most important ivory market 
in the world. The imports into Ant- 
werp from the Congo Free State began 
about thirteen years ago, when about 
twelve tons were imported. This rose 
rapidiy until imports from the Congo 
are now some 200 tons, or about a fifth 
of the ivory used in the world, the total 
yearly supply of ivory, which has 
doubled in the past fifteen years, being 
from 800 to 1 tons. About one-half 
of this comes from East and West 
Africa ih equal proportions, the 
27 being vided between South 
Africa, Egypt, india and the . fossil 
ivory which comes from Siberia, the 
tusks of extinct mammoths, This in- 
crease in supply has not prevented a 
still larger increase in prices, and at 
the quarterly Antwerp sale, which is 
just over, Enslish newspapers report 
that American buyers bought prac- 
tically the whole of the ivory in the 
market. Teeth which were valued at 
the last quarterly sale at $190 per hun- 
dredweight brought $270, an ingrease of

for ihe purpose of preserving the ani- 
mal about its headwaters. A rising 
convention, in which the Ru ean na- 
tions holdings territory in erthern 
Africa share, has provided for an ex- 
tensive preserve of the larger African 
animals. Our own imports of ivory 
have increased from 243.236 pounds in 
1891 to 353,422 in 1909, English exports, 
taking ivory tn all ite forms. have con- 
tinued fdr many vears at about 500 tons 
a year, about half of the amount used 
by the world, and this has for the last 
ten years continued steadilv at about 
2.250. 000 a year, the decrease in quality 
making up for the increase in price.

3,000,000 acres. It

They have already 
suffered much, because of the high 
freight rates exacted by that company 
on crude oil.

His business 
reverses and misfortunes, according 
to his statements, were brought upon 
him “through and as the result of 
machinations, frauds and conspiracies 
of other parties in whom he had ex- 
plicit trust and confidence,” causing 
his financial embarrassment and in- 
ducing him to make assignment in 
April 1898 for the benefit. of his” credi- 
tors, 


In explanation of his reasons for 
scheduling assets which far exceed 
his liabilities, while, at the same time. 
he is penniless, Mr. Doige said yester-
